add their recommendation* *bow conclusively 
what measures of redress the government ought 
o adopt. The commission fail to state the 
present condition of tbe Poncas in Indian Ter 
ritor?,but the evidence conclusively shows that 
he? are satisfied, healthy, comfortable, and 
reely and fiiuily decided to adhere to their 
^resent quarters and not return to Dakota. 
Tbe remnant now in Dakota prefer to remain 
here. They number probably 150. 


Tbe president is therefore confident that a 


uiisistent solution of the Ponca question agree- 
We to th« Ponca* and to the policy ol tbe gov 
rnftient is assured. Our general Indu n policy 
tiould embrace the following ideas: Prepare 
he Indians for cituenship by educating tbe 
oung of both sexes lin(t* to he atlo'ted to the 
odians in severally, inalienable for a certain 
>eriod; compensation td the Indians for their 
mdst and the amounts pud 1.0 bs suitably m- 
ested for their benefi' 
Thc« prerequisites secured, the Indians

The ObellaK In Central Park 


1-roni Oic •Scientific Amerlrai 


1 he venerable monument^ lite of Alex 


indria, Tijypt and popularly mi*-c-illfd 
Cleopatra b Needle, has been surcessftilly 
transplanted to Central P i r k 


A little more than three years- agi Mr 


John Dixon, the engineer employed to 
convey the original and fillen companion 
of our obelisk to London, informed the 
World throuCh Mr I outs Sterne in Am« r 
lean engineer, that Ismail 1'asha then 
khedive of Egypt, desired to present the 
remaining obelisk to the United States 
The co operation of Mr. Henry G bteb- 
bms, then a member of the park commis- 
sion of New York, was enlisted bv the ed 
itor of the World, and the possibility of 
securing the obelisk lor our city was pub- 
licly announced 
Within a few days a 


weilthy citizen of this city (understood-to 
be Mr William H. Vanderbilt) agreed to 
defray the estimated expense of taking 
down the obelisk and bringing il to New 
York. Th« matter wasthereupon laid be- 
fore the st.i "department at Washington, 
and Mr. Fartnan, United States consul 
general in Egypt, was directed to take the 
necessary steps for the official transference 
of the obelisk froni Egyptian to American 
ownership. French and English influence, 
then dominant in Alexandria, were strong- 
ly ai.ayed against the fulfillment of the 
khedive's offer. About this lime the khe- 
dive wds compelled to abdicate 
Consul 


General Farman at once obtained a written 
confirmation of the gift at the hands of 
Mohammed Tewfifc Pasha, the son and 
successor of Ismail Hisha, the writing bear- 
ing date May 18,1879 


Meantime Mr, Dixgn's unfortunate ex* 


penence m the transportation of the Lon- 
don obelisk led him to decline the more 
serious undertaking of lowering and trans- 
porting across the Atlantic the companion 
of the stone he had had such bad luck 
with. At this juncture Lieutenant Com- 
mander Gouinge returned from a survey- 
ing cruise in the Mediterranean in com- 
mand of the U. S. steamer Gettysburg!!. 
He had made a study of the standing 
obelisk at Alexandria with reference to 
the conditions of its possible removal, and 
now submitted to the secretary of state a 
proposition to undertake the task 
Hts 


plans were approved, and having seen to 
the construction (at the Phccnix Iron 
Works, at Trenton, N. J.,) of $>f machin- 
ery he had devised for taking down and 
shipping the monolith, he sailed for Alex- 
andria by way of Liverpool, August 24 
The completed machiny followed some 
weeks after. 
The ensuing winter and 


spring were spent by Commander Gor- 
nnge in the double task of overcoming 
the material difficulnes and the more an- 
noying political difficulties attending the 
lowering of the obelisk, its removal to the 
water, and its stowii>e in a vessel, the 
steamer Dessoug, wl.ich he had purchased 
for ils'conveyancc 10 New York 
The 


magnitude of the tack will be appreciated 
when acrount istali-nof the enonfioui 
size and weieht of the stone. The obel'Sk 
proper is (*),& I in 
long. 7 ft, 7 in by 8 


ft. 2 in at the base, upering to about ? ft 
square at the foot of the pyramidion. The 
weight of the stone is 196)4 tons 
The 


pedestal is 9 feet square, 7 feet high and 
weight 43 tons. The weight of the other 
stones of the foundation is given at 87 
tons 
The summit of the obelisk was 


something over 81 feet above the lower 
step of the marble platform which formed 
the base of the monument 


The Dessoug sailed with her precious 


cargo June 12, 1880, and anived at Gib- 
raltar ten davs later. The voyage from 
Gibraltar to New York occupied nearly a 
month, owing to a delay caused by a 
broken crank shaft. 
After her arrival, 


July 20, the Dessoug lay at anchor in 
North nver for some weeks while the final 
disposition of the obelisk was under dis- 
cussion, She was then taken to Clifton, 
Staten Island, hauled out of the water on 
the marine railway there, and opened at 
the bow for the discharge of the stone, 
which was run out on a massive olatfortii 
supported by two rows of piles in sucha way 
that the stone could be floated off on pon- 
toons at high ticie 
A proper conjunction 


of weather and tide did not occur until 
September 23, when the stone was floated 
to the pier provided for it at the foot of 
West 96* street 


Meanwhile the foundation stones and 


pedestal had been put in place and the 
towers or gallows frame erected lor sus 
taming the obelisk during the last cnticil 
stage of the work 
The towers were the 


same as were used in tikmg down the 
obelisk at Alexandria 
The steel work of 


••••'h tower was of six 12 inch heavy

canvass in the course of a discussion m a 
public square with a first cousin, the lat- 
ter .called htm by snrne -opprobrious epi- 
thet. The baron replied: "You are a 
coward'" The cousin answered 
"Will 


you repeat that in five minutes?" 
"As- 


suredly." Tbe cousin went home and re- 
tured with a revolver m his hand. 
Tbe 


baron went up to him and said: "Giuseppe, 
see here ' that revolver don't suit your 
hand ; for the life of yon you could not 
use that pistol." As he ceased to speak 
he spit in his cousin's face. The sudden- 
ness and strangeness of this speech and 
attack so bewildered the cousin that he 
neither said nor did anything. The baron 
spit in his face again. Friends interfered. 
The cousin challenged tbe baron. The 
eve of the duel the baron's aunt, who 
knew what an expert swordsman he was, 
begged him to spare her son's life.

The coffins and funerals in San Fran- 


cisco during 1849 and 1850, while they 
lacked the display of finerywhich char- 
acterize those of to day, were, neverthe- 
less, expensive, considering what was fur- 
nished- Undertaking as a business first 
became thoroughly established in this city 
in 1850. and was conducted upon primitive 
principles, with an utter -absence of style 
in the modern acceptation of the term. At 
first there was no sawmills in this part of 
the world, and tbe coffins had to be im 
ported from the e.-stern states. In tbe 
latter part of >849J\fithing b_ut_rough pine 
coffins could be ob nined here, and tbe 
material came foul d the Horn. Kven 
these were scarce v. ith a prospect of be- 
coming still scarci r , An enterprising 
merchant, as a buv ness venture, ordered 
three dozen mahogany caskets'from New 
York, and held them at a high figure, 
making about the s&me profits that he did 
on giocenes and othi r speculations. This 
venture proving a .'uccess, a number of 
persons launched out in the undertaking 
business and one of the number more enter 
prising than the, others procured the 
first hearse which the city ever had in 
May or June, 1850. After the hearse 
made its appearance a number of rival 
undertaking 
establishments 
collapsed. 


The body of the hearse consisted of a box 
built of pine boards, mounted uporra set 
of buggy wheels and covered with black 
muslin. It was a very plain affair, and 
carried no "nodding plumes," although 
neat in appearance. 
It was a drawn by a 


span of small and really pretty black 
mules, and in its day was looked upon as 
a very tony establishment. Tbe cost of 
thfc entire outfit was £400. A glance at 
the undertaker's books of that period 
shows that the fumerals were about the 
cheapest investrmfnt, compared wifh other 
things, that could be made at that time 
Everything was plain, and though prices 
for the articles and labor were high, no 
one seemed to go to any expense not ab- 
solutely necessary. The coffins were plain, 
most of them being of pine, some mahog- 
any, and they cost from £25 to $i<x> each.

The engraver charged \$ centc per 


letter. Caniagefi were ex'remcly bcirce 
in the cit>, and U was difficult lo get more 
than two for a funeral.

Saddle horses, however, could be ob- 
tained at $5 apiece and the in sl-c.Uss fu- 
nerals of the time mentioned usually con-

iness m the <ffty became settled and per- 
manent in character the manufacture of 
coffins became a regular business. The 
first mahogany ones were made here m 
the fall of 1860, and the importation from 
the cast gradually fell off.

During the past thirty days more than 


$8,000 have been given to Colorado College 
by friends in the east.

In regard to Daniel Lace, or the man 


who went by that name,I know absolutely 
nothing except what I have just read in 
the paper, hut from what is said of the 
zinc trunk found in Ins possession and 
particularly the letters it contained, 1 am 
satisfied that it is tbe one that I left. at the 
Spaulding house last August. 


During the two or three days that 1 spent 


at Colorado Springs.you doubtless.remem- 
ber very well my being in your office, and 
on my saying that I was going over into 
the "Gunnison country," you called my 
attention particularly to the new town ol 
Crested Butte. 


As 1 proposed making quite an extend- 


trip through the mountains, and wished to 
get along with as little baggage as possi- 
ble, 1 asked permission to le"ve_rny trunte 
at the hotel till my return or such time as 
I chose to srnd for it and at the same 
time arranged with Mr. Edgar King, who 
had brought me in his hack from Canon 
City to forward said trunk wherever want 
ed in case I did not return'there. 


"Welli after stopping a week at Manitou, 


I started on my mountain trip with ah- 
gthcr party and was gone six weeks. Af- 
ter a while I cuncluded to come directly 
home' without my trunk, as it was not in 
my way to call for it, rjnd I then expected 
to return to Colorado and spend the win 


ter, but after being here long enough to be 
satisfied that I should not go west again 
till next spring, I wrote a fine to, Mr.
